Sofa, Oct. 27, 
The Rumanian Government has 
gained contro! over all British owned 
and Britlsh chartered vessels in 
Rumanion territorial waters by a new 
decree hisued by the Government 
under Nazt Inspiration. 


The deerce declares that no chhrter 
of maritime ar river vessels ‘under 
forelim flags with a Rumanian port 
of registry may be made without the 
muthority of the Rumonian Ministry 
of Marine, 

All cluirters must» be submitted 
by the end of October, when the 
Ministry will decide whether 
charter can be constituted or whether 
the Ministry will take over the 
vessels. 

British owned vessels affected com~- 
prise 14 prain lighters, four tusts and 
two ol] tankers which have been 
held by Rumania for some months at 
Brajln gnd Sulta. cn 

The decree also affects a further 
65 ships under the British flag, which 
been requisitioned by 

authorities for military purposes, 

These veasely have been used ex- 

clusively by Rumania, but It Is feared 

thot they will also come >under 

German _ control. . - 

The deerce declares that any at- 
tempt by forcign Powers to with- 
draw vessels registered under the 
Rumanian flag will be regarded as 
sabotage and treated with severe 
penaltics. 

A further breach of international 
law by Rumania concerns the former 
French flect on the Danube, consist- 
ing of 44 vessels, inoluding 25 grain 

. barges, 12 tugs and four tankers. 

An agreement was Sssued between 
French and British interests on June 
12 for the purchase and transfer of 
this Meet to the British fing. 

French Collapse Effect 

The French collapse: came before 
the transfer way completed nnd the 
Rumanians arbitrarily refused — to 
alow the British flag to be holsted 
on the vessels, put armed guards on 
them, and towed them from Braila 
upstream,

; By "Stratogicus” 


In the state of uneasy waitiiig into which the war has’ 
drifted the welcome addition of the: re-conditioned de- 
troyers from the United States mark a ‘significant 
change. They. are of course old types; but very similar 
to one of the classes of British destroyers which has done 
excellent work.

Anniversary 
|. Independence Day 
Recalled 


To-day, October 26, is the National 
Independence day of the Czechoslovak 
Republic, and fs celebrated by all 
Czechoslovaks regardless of whether 
they are Hving in free countries or in* 
territories under German “protece 
{ion”, ‘ 


The following brief description of 
events In 1939 fs condensed from the 
original document ‘known a3 the 
Czechoslovak Blue Book, published 
in Paris last April, 


On October 28, 1939, the unniver- 
sury of National independence, there 
were munifestations in all towns in 
the Protectorate, especinily in Prague. 
University students played a very 
active part In the processions formed, 
in spite of Von Neurath's prohibition. 
People were killed and wounded, ond 
nearly 4,000 persons were arrested 
by the German Police, and some 
Hundred were transported to the 
Petchek Palace in the basement of 
which are the Gestapo: chambers of 
torture. Few of those cameo out un- 
injured, Fifteen days after these’ 
events, the family of Jean Opletal, a 
medical student, was merely informed 
that the young man had dicd. As a 
tnatter of fact he succumbed to the 
wounds und blows received at the 
hands of the Gestapo. 


On November 15, 1939, — the 
obscquies of Jean Opictal were held 
at the Institute of Pathology, The 
Chief of the Prague Police had at 
Orst forbidden any kind of ceremony, 
but the students desirous of paying 
last respects to their comrade went to 
the Protectorate Authoritics to obtain 
permission, The funcral Stself went 
forward with dignity and without a 
disturbing incident. Students 
naturally assembled in very Jorge 
numbers. At the close-of the cere- 
mony, when they were preparing to 
depart, they were deliberately: pro- 
voked into unrest, which spread oll 
over the city. The Nazis retallated 
with much brutality, and a number 
-of-executions-were-carriodout-in-the. 
course of the next few days. 


The Germans were obliged to admit 
officially that.there had been twelve 
executions. However it was proved 
with absolute certainty’ that in Ruzyn, 
94 students had been killed, and the 
next day a further 27 shared the same 
fate. As fur og can be ascertained to 
date, the number of students and 
young intellectuals executed 1s 150, 
and the number imprisoned 4,000. 
The total: number of dead is in- 
finitely Jarger, and certainly exceeds 
a thousand, for the three weeks from 
October 26 to November 20, It js 
estimated that there are at Jeast 70,000 
Czechs in prison or in German cone
